al an d sen sible solu tion s.” 
In his address, in celebra­ 
tion of the six th an n iv ersary 
of Nazi ru le, Hitler lau n ched 
a bitter attack on Bolshe­ 
v ism an d hailed the su ccess 
of in su rg en ts in Spain as an ­ 
other “v alian t defeat of the 
n ewest u n iv ersal attempt to 
destroy the Eu ropean cu ltu r­ 
ed world.”
